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TUESDAY, THE TENTH OF MARCH. 
THE wedding day of their Royal Highnesses the Prince of 
Wales and Princess Alexandra of Denmark bids fair to be cele- 
brated throughout the whole country with a zeal and abandon 
which \demonstrate the hearty loyalty of the people, There 
is this striking characteristic about the preparations being every- 
where made in honour of the event—the holiday has not been 
“ made to order.” It is not to be, as it would have been in 
most Continental States, an affair got up at the expense of the 
Government and managed by the police, The contribution of our 
Administration to the pleasures of the day, excepting, of course, 
the pageant and ceremony at Windsor Castle, will probably be 
limited toa display of flags on State buildings, and the expendi- 
ture of just that quantity of gunpowder which may be required 
for the firing of Royal salutes ; to those of the night it will be 
restricted to an illumination of the public offices. Even the 
constitution of the day as a legal dies non in regard to com- 
mercial transactions was rather forced upon the Government 
by the strength of public feeling than spontaneously undertaken 
on their official responsibility, We do not regret this, We are 
glad that, however foreigners may be provoked to laughter by 
some of the odd and grotesque, and withal rather slow ways 
in which the national féte willbe kept, the observance of the 
day will be national in the most genuine sense of the word, It 
will be everywhere the outcome of real interest in the event, 
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It will be a true measure of the people's affectionate attach- 
ment to the Throne ; and, if it do not produce much to awaken 
men’s sense of wonder or to gratify their taste for show, or 
even to excite and sustain their gaiety of spirit, it will serve to 
bring out into more conspicuous relief the universality and 
depth of that sentiment of loyalty which, in no country, 
perhaps, under Heaven, is at once so pure, so true, and so 
ardent, 

It must be confessed that, as a nation, we are not aw fait 
in the celebration of the very few public holidays which fall 
to our lot, One reason for it, perhaps, is that they are so few. 
Amusement, other than that which can be found within the 
domestic circle, plays no very important part in the average life 
of Englishmen, and hence it fails to evoke that constructive 
genius which can alone make it attractive for its own sake, 
Our damp and variable climate discourages it. Our habitual 
reserve is unfavourable to it. The strict graduation of our 
society almost precludes it, The sober form of our religion fs 
hostile to it, We have energy enough and to spare, but we 


are not remarkable for vivacity, The abundance of the former 
qualifies us well for business; the absence of the latter dis- 
qualifies us for holidays, Accordingly, when they come, which, as 
we have already intimated, is but seldom, we are at a loss how 
to turn them to good account, The inventive ingenuity of our 
mechanical and artistic fellow-countrymen has never exercised 
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itself ip that line of light labour, We inherit no stock of tra- 
ditional machinery for clothing with forms of beauty or 
magnificence our popular rejoicings—no well-stocked repertory 
of devices for giving orderly and symmetrical arrangement to 
the hilarities of the multitude—no choice of sports and pas- 
times, especially at this season of the year, in which promiscuous 
classes can look forward to take afew hours’ absorbing interest. 
We are not “to the manner born,” and certainly we have not 
acquired it by frequency of experiment, Well, we cannot affect 
to deplore this as though it were a matter of serious moment, It 
is only on one day in a thousand, perhaps, that we are made 
sensible of our deficiency in this respect; and during the 
remaining nine hundred and ninety-nine the causes to which 
that deficiency may be mainly attributed are in full operation 
to compensate us for our loss, Still, it is not to be denied that 
on that red-letter day our inaptitude is a great drawback to 
enjoyment, and sometimes pricks us into drawing comparisons 
between ourselves and some other nations, the reverse of com- 
plimentary to our insular character and habits, 

To some extent, no doubt, this barrenness of our public wit 
will impart an aspect of heaviness to the féte of Tuesday next, 
likely enough to be misinterpreted by those who do not know 
us, Civic processions, at any rate as we commonly manage 
them, cathedral services, volunteer reviews, feasts for the 
poor, assemblages of old women to tea and of school-children 
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to hurrah, sing, and eat buns ; illuminations at night, with here 
and there a supplement of bonfires and pyrotechnics, can only 
be resorted to in towns of some considerable population, 
whereas every village and hamlet ought to be provided with 
festivities in which all the inhabitants might gaily mingle as 
one family. Many of the latter, we fear, will offer nothing 
attractive but the public-house and the beershop, for the only 
form of recreation which our peasantry have been tanght, or 
rather have been left, to appreciate is that of boozing. It isa 
pity—nay, more—it is a reproach that it should be so. There are 
but few country places in which, with a little exercise of skill 





and organisation, and under the kindly superintendence of the 
land proprietors, musical bands might not be trained so far as 
to reach a decent level of proficiency ; and we are disposed to 
believe that outdoor dancing might, during the summer months, 
prove, under alittle careful regulation, a much more innocent and 
even salutary evening pastime in our villages than the 
bratalising ones which seem to be the Hobson’s choice of our 
field labourers, Such modes of enjoying a national holiday in 
secluded rural places cannot be extemporised, and therefore 
axe not likely to be thought of, or, if thought of, practised, oa 
Tuesday next. But it would be quite a mistake to infer, from 
our awkwardness as a people in giving social or public expres- | 
sion to our common gladness, that no such emotion is felt. The 
trnth is that the interest excited by the Prince’s marriage 
penetrates into every district and pervades all classes, This 
generation has known but one occasion worthy of being adduced 
as a parallel to the present one—namely, the wedding of her 
Most Gracious Majesty and the lamented Prince Albert ; and 
certainly the results of that union have not in any degree con- 
duced to make Englishmen look back with regret on the joy 
they then displayed. 

Nor can it be justly said that the affectionate interest taken 
by the British public in the marriage of the Royal pair is, in 
any sense, a factitious one, With us the family hearth is among 
our most sacred and cherished possessions, All our tenderest 
eympathies range themselves around it, and naturally hail with 
a welcome whatever may serve to lend it additional security 
and sanctity. We not only like to see the same feeling in 
the Royal palace, but we iustinctively associate the culture 
of the domestic virtues and pleasures there with an increased 
protection everywhere against the profanation of them, It 
cannot escape us that every violation of the chastities of home- 
life vitiates to a certain extent the moral atmosphere which 
our families are compelled to breathe ; and the more exalted 
the station of society in which the evil makes its appearance, 
the wider is the circuit over which the deadly miasma spreads 
its deteriorating infection. Wherever a laxity of manners is 
tolerated by Royalty there is sure to be “a down-rush,” as 
Captain Fitzroy would call it, of influences calculated to | 
enervate the general tone of domestic purity. The present | 
generation of Englishmen and Englishwomen has been singu- | 
larly favoured in this particular—while those who are passing | 
off the stage can contrast the last thirty years with the preceding | 
twenty, and thereby measure more accurately than most the | 
immense advantage which, owing to the benign example of | 
Queen Victoria, the homes of England have enjoyed during her | 
reign. Therefore, we naturally take a sort of personal interest 
in the early marriage of the Prince of Wales, the Heir Apparent 
of the British Crown. We believe that wedded life, the reali- 
sation of true love, will very soon surround him and his Court 
with that halo of purity which forbids the approach of 
temptation ; and the fact that he is to become the husband of a 
bride of his own choice, worthy of the distinction by her endow- 
ments and accomplishments, will give an impulse of gaiety and 
gratitude to the hearts of all the Queen’s subjects on the Royal 
wedding day. 

But we also take a patriotic interest in the event. We love 
our Constitutional Monarchy, not merely with traditional 
affection, but with the veneration which is born of satisfied 
judgment, Other forms of government may better suit nations 
of other temperaments, tastes, habits, associations, and circum- 
stances ; but, for us, we have become convinced by experience 
that none is so suitable as that which we actually possess, The 
stability of the Throne is no less necessary to our national 
peace and prosperity than the privileges of Parliament ; 
and in a settled succession for, it is to be hoped, half a century | 
to come we think we have a pledge of internal harmony 
and of political progress. We know that the Prince of Wales | 
has been most assiduously trained in the principles and spirit | 
ef our Constitution, and that he has had the advantage of 
observing, from childhood upwards, an impressive example of | 
the fidelity with which they have been adhered to, and the 
reward of devoted attachment which it has won from the 
people. We are thankful to witness a probability that a course 
so beneficial to the country is about to be repeated, and that 
our children and our children’s children will know by experience 
the numberless advantages connected with the security and 
perpetuation of a Constitutional Throne, This increases the 
interest with which we all look forward to the 10th of March. 

And then, though last not least, our gracious Queen has an all 
but unlimited command of our sympathies. We cherish the 
hope that the Prince’s wedding will do much to dissolve and 
disperse the cloud of sorrow in which the spirit of the widowed 
Victoria has, for the last fifteen months, been shrouded; and 
that she may be blessed with a long interval of serenity and 
domestic satisfaction. Deep as has been the wound inflicted on 
her thoroughly womanly heart by the loss of her Consort, Time, 
whore soothing influence seldom fails, and the growth of new 
femily interests will succeed, we trust, in healing it, even 
though the scar may never be effaced, The earnest desire of 





her people that the wedding day of the Prince of Wales may 
have the effect of turning the regard of her Majesty from the 
irrevocable past to the brightening future has not a little to do 
with the joy with which they are preparing to cclebrate it. 
God grant that the desire may be fulfilled ! ; 
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FOREIGN AND COLONTAL INTELLIGENCE, 
FRANCE. 

Don Zavier de Isturitz, the new Spanish Ambassador to France, 
has been received by the Emperor.

The Mexicans 
occupied Tampico on the 22nd ult., and attacked the French, driving 
them away. The French steamer Laurie got aground and was fired. 
The French were driven from Flacotalpan, fifty miles south-wes! from 
Vera Cruz, and took refuge on board a steamor, leaving several killed. 
It was reported that 1200 French, escorting a waggon-train, had been 
defeated at Elorgano, with a loss of 26 killed. Almonte had officially 
resigned the title of Supreme Chief of the nation and put himself 
under French protection. Tho sickness among the troops contina>1.”’ 


SPAIN. 


There has been a Mivisterial crisis at Madrid, which, however, is 
at anend. The Queen having, it is said, refused to sign a decree for 


| the dissolution of the Chambers, on Thursday evening Marshal 


O’ Donnell and his colleagues tendered their resignations, which were 
Marshal Narvaez then attempted to form a Ministry, 
without success. The Marquis Duero was next charged with the 
formation of the new Ministry, but his endeavours ended also in failure. 
The Marquis Miraflores then tried his hand at it, and succeoded in 
forming an Administration. The opening of the Cortes will take plac 
on Monday next. 

The King and Queen of Spain have subscribed the sum of 10,000 
reals to the fund for erecting a status to Christopher Columbus. The 
total of the subscriptions is now 47,591 reals (£500), 


ITALY. 

The prolonged debate in the Italian Chamber of Deputies on tho 
loan proposed by the Government was brought to a close last Saturday 
by the bill being carried by 204 votes against 32. 

Cardinal Antonelli has tendered his resignation to the Pops. The 
chief cause assigned for this proceeding is the arrest, by order of the 
Consulta, unknown to the Cardinal, of the Chevalier Faussi, the Attaché 
and confidential friend of the Cardinal, ona charge of being connestel 
with the Roman National Committee. Monsignor De Merode is thought 
to be the principal mover in the business, and is said to have ualoer- 
mined the influence of the Cardinal with the Pope. 


PRUSSIA. 

On Wednesday week the Crown Prince left Berlin by the Auhalt 
Railway, accompanied by his Adjutant, Captain von Lucadon, oa the 
way to Carlsruhe, whence his Royal Highness continued his journey 
to England. 

The Government has again received a signal defeat in the Chamber 
of Deputies, which has boldly condemned its interference in favour 
of Russia against the Poles. A long debate, during which the policy 
of the Government was violently attacked, was concluded last 
Saturday, and the motion of Herren Hoverbeck and Carlowitz, recom- 
mending neutrality in the Polish question, and asking that both 
Russian soldiers and Polish insurgents should be disarmod upon 
entering Prussian territory, being adopted, with a slight modification 
of the wording, by 246 to 57 votes. 

The official journal published on Tuosday an article declaring 
that the conduct and language of the House of Deputies during the 
recent debates on the Polish question were auch as to give the Govern- 
ment good grounds for considering whether it might not find in the 
prerogatives of the Crown a suitable method of dealing with the 
refractory legislators. 

In Wednesday's sitting of the Chamber of Deputies Herr von 
Sybel moved that the obligation of military service should be so 
regulated that the yearly levy for the army should amount to 99,009 
men; 60,000 of whom heel iain the infantry, and 20,000 the other 
arms of the service. As is the infantry, Herr von Sybel pro- 
poses that one-third should be drilled and perform active service for 
two years and a half, and the remaining two-thirds for half a year, 
after which they would be dismissed to form the military reserve. 
With respect to the other military bodies, it is proposed that their 
term of active service should two years and a half. Herr von 
Sybel’s motion was supported by the number of members necessary to 
allow of its being discussed. It has been referred to the Military 
Committee of the House to be reported upon. 


AUSTRIA. 

Thursday week being the anniversary of the day on which the 
Austrian Constitution was granted, the ‘Te Deum’”’ was sung in the 
cathedral, 

The Lower Austrian Diet has declared that the introduction of trial 
by jury is highly desirable, ‘‘ as jurymen are independent of the 
Government and judges are not.”’ 

At last it has been resolved that the Modenose corps shall be dis- 
solved. The reduction of the army in Italy amounts to 28,000. More 
troops have recently been sent to Galicia, as the Russians are in 
considerable force on the frontier. 

The Galician Diet will again be prorogued from the 2nd to the 15th 


of March. 
BAVARIA, 

The Bavarian Diet was dissolved on Monday, as it was not con- 
sidered likely that certain bills could be Cevened | before the expiration 
of the present Legislative Session. The King in his speech expressed 
his thanks to the representatives for the coal they had displayed not 
only for the interesta of Bavaria, but for those of Germany. 


RUSSIA. 
Serfdom has been finally extinguished thronghont the Russian 
iod of transition having expired on Tuesday. 
The ‘‘ Te Deum” was sung on Tuesday in all the churches of St. Peters- 
burg, in commemoration of day; and we are by official 
telegrams that perfect tranquillity prevails, though it is admitted that 
alarming rumours are current. 

A grand ball was given last weck at the French Pmbassy at St. 
Petersburg in henour of the marriage of Princoss Marie Maxi- 
milianowna to Prince William of Baden. The Emperor and Empress 
were present, with all the Imperial family, and above 609 other guests. 

The Grand Duke Constantine has been appointed Commander-in- 


| Chief of the troops in Poland. The Emperor is becoming impatient, 


even furious, at the delay of his troops in suppressing the insur- 
rection, end has issued an order commanding the suppression of the 
revo lt at any price. General Mieroslawcki has issued an order, in 
which he informs his countrymen that the Provisional National 
Government had appointed him Commander-in-Chief of the insur- 
rectio forees. ieroslaweki is a distinguished Pole, who was 
tried in Berlin in 1847 for complicity in the disturbances in Posen, 
and who subsequently took part in the Baden revolution.

The war news is of a very contradictory character. Wo hear on 
one side of the increase of the rebellion, and a great victory of the 
gallant wicz over the Russians at Malagoszeo.

A letter from Warsaw gives the following account of the appearance

At eleven 
o'clock drums and trumpecs are heard, and throughout the whole city there is 
nothing but the tramp of soldiers and the noise of horses: it is the hour for 
relieving guard. When that is over the city again falls back into ite nsual 
quiet. At three, as if by enchantment, Warsaw becomes animated for about 
an hour, ard the crowds pass and repass before the batteries and the lines of 
troops. At four o'clock everything is again quiet, and the persons in the street 
gradually disappear. At six some lamps are lighted, and here and there lights 
may be seen at the windows. At nine all are extinguished, ani Warsaw is 
dark and a desert. At ten the drums and trumpets sound the signal for all 
fires to be put ont, and those persons who may happen to be ont of doors hasten 
home, happy if they can escape the guard. Cavalry and infantry patrol the 
strects, and woe be to any one they may meet! If a house be on fireor a person 
dying no cne can dare go out to seek for assistance. If the sick die without 
medical heip, that is their affair.

WAR NEWS. 

There is nothing new from the army of the Potomac. 

The Federal commanders of the vessels blockadin g Charleston have 
forwarded a joint refutation of General Beaure *s report that the 
blockade was raised. They declare that they nover quitted the 
blockading line usually occupied by them, and that no vessel of any 
description crossed the bar after the Confederate rams returned to 
Charleston. In reference to the aileged statements of the foreign 
Consuls and the Commander of the British war steamer Petrel they 
say :— 

If the statement from the papers, as now before us, has the sanction of the 
Commander of the Petrel and the foreign Consuls, we can only deplore that 
foreign officers can lend their official positions to the spreading before the 
world for an unworthy object untraths patent to every officer of the squadron, 

General Beauregard has issued a proclamation stating that there 
were indications of an early attack on Charleston and Savannah and 
urging non-combatants to retire. He also appe als to all ablebodied 
Georgians and Carolinians to rush to arms without regard to choice of 
weapons, Pikes and scythes, he says, will exterminate their enemies, 
and spades and shovels protect their firesides. 

General Hunter had assumed the command of the forces lately 
arrived at Hilton Head from Beaufort, South Carolina, and General 
Foster had returned to North Carolina. 

The Governor of Virginia has addressed a letter to President Lincoln, 
informing him he would unflinchingly rotaliate for any improper 
treatment of citizens or soldiers of Virginia. 

The Federal turreted gun-boat Indianola has run the Vicksburg 
blockade of the Mississippi in safety. 

The entire Federal fleet was in front of Vicksburg with all the 
mortar-boats in position for the attack. The Mississippi having over- 
flowed its banks on the Louisiana side, the town of Da Soto, opposite 
Vicksburg, has been submerged, and it is ex pected the whole penin- 
sula will soon be under water. 

Another Federal expedition has left New Orleans for Bayou Teche, 
It is denied that the Harriet Lane had escaped from Galveston. 

The Confederate General Hindman’s army in Ten nessee is said to 
be demoralised. Three hundred of his troops were frovtn to death in 
marching from Van Buren, in Arkansas. 

The Confederate steamer Oreto is blockaded in King ston, Jamaica, 
by two Federal vessels. 

There has been a collision between a negro regiment and a portion of 
a Maine regiment stationed on Ship Island. ‘The negroes are said to 
have fired on the Maine regiment, killing six. 

WASHINGTON, 

The Senate has refused to pass the bill for enl isting 300,000 negroes, 

A bill establishing a national system of banking, based on Federal 
securities, has passed the House of Representatives, and awaits 
President Lincoln’s signature to become law. 

The Senate has passed a bill authorising the President, in all 
domestic and foreign wars, to issue letters of marqus. The authority 
conferred by the Act is limited to three years. A proposal to nt 
this authority for the suppression of the rebellion on ly was voted down. 

The Senate has also passed a Conscription Bill, rendering all citizens, 
and those who have declared their intention to become citizens, besween 
the ages of — and forty-five years, liable to perform military 
duty when called out by the President. Persons enrolled are 
subject for two years to be called into service to serve for three 
years, or during the war, on the same footing with the present 
volunteers, advance pay and bounty included. The President can 
draught at any time, with ten days’ notice to draughted men. Sub- 
stitutes may be furnished, or commutation made. A motion to exempt 
clergymen from the conscription was voted down. 

The Supreme Court at Washington is engaged in hearing appeals 
from the district Courts relating to the capture of vessels condemned 
for trying to run the blockade. The appellants are chiefly British 

shipowners, 
MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Louisiana planters have accepted General Banks's proposal 
that negroes who shall return to the plantations and work during the 
period of one year shall be compensated by the planters. Negroes 
refusing these terms will be employed on public works. 

The public are exceedingly mistrustful of the Em of 
the French, and believe that on the receipt of Mr. Seward’s 
last epistle he will recognise the independence of the Con- 
federate States. With these preocoupations, the news of the insur- 
rection in Poland is weloo: not because it holds out a pect. 
of the reconstitution of Polish nationality, but because it ioeatens 
to embroil France and divert the Emperor’s attention and resources 
from American and Mexican affairs. 

The n ews of the emancipation meeting in Exeter Hall had reached 
New York, and had flat on the ear all except the 
Abolit ionists. 

The Democratic members of the next Congress have been invited to 
meet in New York on the 8th of March. 

The resolution calling a peace convocation at Louisville, Kentucky, 
has been defeated in the Senate of the Lilinois i . 

The State Convention at Frankfort, Kentucky, at which delegates 
from forty-five counties were present, has been broken up by the 
—— authorities, on the ground that the members, though calling 
themselves Democrats, were Secessionists.

No thoughtful person, whatever may be his theological views, 
can refuse grave attention to the very strange occurrences 
which mark this period of the history of the Church of Eng- 
land. At this moment we are called upon to notice a series of 
events which, if hot technically connected, cannot be denied 
a common origin, and which demand from the authorities of 
the Church the most heedful action or the wisest inaction. 
And, as we will pay no class of readers the ill compliment of 
supposing them too frivolous to be uninterested in matters 
which myriads of the best persons in the nation deem more 


any spologetic introduction to a few remarks upon the theo- 
logical demonstrations of the day. 

Scarcely has a species of adjudication upon the position of 
two of the seven Essayists taken place, and while a supreme 
decision of the case is still to come, than clerical action of 
another kind is attempted in reference to Mr Jowett. And this 
again being temporarily baffled by the refusal of a local Judge 
to deal with such a question, we find nearly the whole of the 
Episcopal Bench uniting in a course which is, doubtless, defen- 
sible upon very strong grounds indeed, but which is chal- 
lenged upon grounds which calm persons may think equally 
strong. A Bishop of the Church issues a work, which 
is designed to place the faith of the nation upon another 
base than that which has hitherto been regarded as its 
foundation; and most of the other Bishops, creating a new 
precedent for the occasion, unite to ask him to declare himself 
guilty of that which their act would seem to imply themselves 
unable topunish. Now, looking at these events in what light we 
may, it is clear that they indicate a remarkable agitation in the 
theological world. Nor are such symptoms to be disposed of 
lightly, or by dogmatism. We, at least, have no intention of 
attempting to dispose of them by any approach to a final decla- 
ration, and we shall have discharged the immediate daty before 
us in bringing the following considerations under the nodice of 
our readers, 

We may assume that no candid mind will refuse to subordinate 
all other questions connected with these incideats to one— 
namely, the question how the interests of the Church of 
England—interests which for the purposes of argument we 
will take to be those of religion—can be best served under 
existing circumstances? We address ourselves mainly to those 
who, resting their convictions upon higher or lower grounds, 
believe the Church of England to be a depository of truth and 
an invaluable agent for the teaching and civilising of the people. 
Such persons will at once dismiss from their minds any desire 
for sectional triumph, and will wish to see such a course taken 
as seems least likely to injure the indubitable popularity of the 
Church, Now, there is a popularity easily attainable by 
negative policy and gracious language; and there is a better 
kind of popularity, which is gained only by institutions believed 
to be founded in truth and administered in honesty. One hundred 
years ago or more, supposing such agitation as that we now 
witness had been possible, it would have been dealt with in the 
very easicst manner—it would simply have been let alone. The 
Hierarchy would have ordered the objectionable books from the 
publishers, would have expressed amiable regret that able men 
did not apply their talents better, and would have gone to the 
Lesée. This method, which has not even the merit of an 
anodyne, is manifestly impossible now. The laity is too 
much interested in the Church to allow its heads to neglect 
it. Doubts may be answered or punished, but they cannot be 
ignored, And this fact should be taken into consideration 
when the last aggregate act of the Bishops is criticised. Let us 
remember that it was absolutely necessary for them to show 
that they were aware of what Bishop Colenso was doing. 

Perhaps, if we had a Bishop Butler on the Bench, it would 
not be easy to imagine a more desirable thing than that the 
demonstrations of the various assailants of orthodoxy should 
call up such a man, to put forth at once all his logic and 
all her energy, not to answer every disputant in detail, but 
to place in the hands of every reader a weapon that would 
enable the reader himself to deal with all assailants, be they 
who they might. But it is certain, and we say it without the 
slightest disrespect to the many admirable men who adorn the 
Episcopal Bench by their virtues, that the times have not yet 
called up a writer capable of furnishing such a weapon. Neither 
the hasty nor the leisurely-prepared answers to the Essayists, 
nor the more wisely-designed volumes offered as countervailing 
forces, have laid any hold upon the mind of the public. There 
is not one of these books that is known out of the circles in 
which it isa matter of course that works so introduced should be 
known, “Bishops should write,” said George III; but it is 
not necessarily given even to Bishops to write so as to ensure 
readers, The doubters, of high or low rank, in the Church have 
not yet been met in controversy, according to the judgment of 
the laity ; and that the Church does not deem them vanquished 
and trodden down may be assumed from its being held neces- 
sary by the representatives of its three great sections to take 
ulterior proceedings, judicial and extrajudicial. The enemy is 
still thought to hold the field, and he has to be dislodged. No 
just speetator will blame those who feel that their work is 
unaccomplished, and desire to complete it, The question is 
only as to the wisdom of the means, 

If the attempt at controversial remedy excited little interest 
with the public, the opposite effect was produced the moment 
that which may be termed physica! warfare came into play, 
The proceedings before Sir 8, Lushington were narrowly watched, 
the Judge's semi-contemptuous treatment of the first shapeless 
mass of charges was observed, and his subsequent judgment, 
which was none the less wise that it satisfied neither party, 
was registered in the minds of the readers, The late attempt 
to deal with a question of “heresy” before a small debts 
court was instantly noted, and those who can read the 
thermometer of public interest knew how it stood when 
the widest publicity to the outdoor fighting of the leading 
theological champions was given, and even the sturdy enemy of 
nicotian recreation was permitted to offer an unequal battle. 
Every line in the manifesto of the Bishops has been carefully 
studied in our English households; and decided, if not well- 
weighed, opinions have been advanced as to the right even of 
Bishops to call*on a man to convict himself by those who 
have also been unhesitating in their declaration that Dr. Tait 
and Dr. Colenso cannot both be Bishops of the same Church. 





There is no lack of interest about the question now ; and every 
movement, down to Dr, Hampden's coming forth with his regret 





that the thunder was not louder, is eagerly notel, The more 
reason to beware of false moves. 

The case, therefore, stands thus :—The Church ia disturbel, 
and there existe, as it would appear, no controversial power 
sufficient to allay the disturbances, Other means have been 
resorted to, and the point to be ascertained is, whether suoh 
means, however they may reveal the resources of the law or 
the tact of those who sct it in motion, will satisfy the minda of 
the people of England. We have said that we abstain from 
venturing a final answer upon a question that does not seem to 
us to have approached the place at which finality in decision is 
possible ; but we will add that we think it quite possible for 
the heads of the Church to obtain a very desirable result by 
action, but certainly not by any action of the kind that has 
been already witnessed, and assuredly not by any means opposed 
to national feeling. For the grand safety of the Church of 
England lies in this—that we are Englishmen as well as 
Churchmen,

mu write a letter to Sir Frederick Smith, a member of this House ?—Mr. 

ED : I did, Sir.—The SPEAKER : Is that the letter ? (showing it to him).— 
Mr. Rexp: It is, Sir.—The SPEAKER: I have to acquaint you that 
that letter has been adjudged to be a breach of the privilege of this 
House. Have you anything to say with respect to that letter ?—Mr. Resp: 
I was not aware when I wrote that letter that I was committing a breach of 
the privilege of this House, or I certainly snould not have written it; but, 
finding that I have committed that offence, 1 most amply apol and beg 
the pardon of the House for having infringed its rules. To Sir Frederick 
Smith I offer a double apolegy, for having written a letter concerning 
remarks which he made in this House; and, secondly, for having under 
feelings cf irritation employed in that letter phrases of great impropricty. 
I hope this apology will be deemed satisfactory by the hon. and gallant 
gentleman, as I have a deep sense of the estimation in which he is held by

was fully satisfied with the apology—in reference to its tone, its manner, and 
ts expression. He should think he ill performed his duty to the House and to 
his own feelings if he did not now ask the House to relieve Mr. Reod from 
further attendance. He therefore begged to move that Mr. Reed, having duly 
apologised to the enatisfaction of the House, be further discharged from 
attendance.—Mr. A, MILLS seconded the motion, which was agreed to. 
POLAND.—On the order for going into Committee of Supply, Mr. HENNESSY, 
Tose to move an address to the Crown on the subject of Poland. The hon. 
member, in support of his motion, gave a striking and harrowing account of 
the suffering: of Poland under the Russian Government. He stated, citing 
official documents, that no less than 14,833 persons had been arrested within the 
last year for so-called political offences ; there being, in most instances, the most 
trifling breaches of rules of police, The Russian Government, he said, had the 
entire responsibility of the insurrection, having not only caused it by its harsh and 
tyrannical measures, but even encouraged it at the beginning, in hopes of getting 
a firmer hold of the country by suppressing it. A frightful system of terror, 
he said, was the only policy by which the Russian Government hai attempted 
to rnle Poland hitherto, in defiance of all international laws and treaties. 
Adverting to the stipulations of the Congress of Vienna, providing for the 
partial independence of the country, he said that the greatest violation of 
treaties which had ever taken place in the history of the world was that of the 
rights of Poland. He urged that this was an English question, inasmuch as it 
was intimately affecting the peace and welfare of Kurops.—A lengthened 
discussion then took plece. In the course of the debate, Mr. NEWDEGATR 
said he would be no party to urging npon Lord Palmerston to co beyond his 
own discretion in the matter, and he doubted much whether Po'and was fit 
for the liberties she was struggling to attain. — Mr. WALTHR considered 
that the resolutions of the hon. member for the King’s County meant 
a declaration of war against Russia, and nothing else. Hoe trusted that 
the Honse of Commons would not commit itself to a course which it 
did not contemplate, by adopting the resolutions before the Hou e.— 
Mr. DENMAN was also of opinion that the resolutions meant war, and 
he trusted that neither the House nor the Government would take up 
the question in that spirit.—Lord Framoy advocated the cause of Polant 
and the in‘erference of England.—Mr. 8S. FITZGERALD said the question 
hed excited much attention in France. It was impossible that England 
could stand aloof and be a silent spectator of what was doing in Rassia, and 
the results they were likely to lead to. He was satisfied if Eogiand and France 
joined in taking # decided course that Austria would ally herself with them, 
and that their joint action on Russia would be irresistible.—Mr. STANFORD 
strongly argued in favour of the intervention of England on behalf of the 
Poles.—Lord R. Ceciu, in declaring his intention to vote for the resolutions, 
remarked that there was not a voice raized in that House in defence of Russia, 
—Lord PALMERSTON said he would repeat what he had frequently said before, 
that the treaties which affected Poland had been systematicatly violated. 
The Government had been reproached for not joining France on behalf of the 
Poles in 1831, but though well disposed towards Poland they did not think the 
proporition then made would be of service to the Polish cause, The British 
Government had always felt and expressed the opinion that Russia had greatly 
violated the treaty of Vienna with regard to Poland. Neither Austria nor 
Prussia was open to the same oun. He thought the best course to pursue 
on the present occasion would be for Mr. Hennessy to content himself with 
the unanimous expression which had been elicited from that House, leaving 
to the responsible Ministers of her Majesty the task of giving that advice to 
the Crown which was best calculated to effect the object in view.—Atter a few 
words from Mr. Disraeli, the address was withfirawn.

THE BRITISH NavY.—Mr. Conven called attention to the large number 
of obsolete vessels of war in the British Navy, and oYsred som? obser- 
vations in condemnation of the conduct of our naval almninistration, 
which had produced this state of things. From the las; return muse 
to the House it appeared that there were belonging to the Royal Navy 558 
wooden steam-vesse!ls, of which 106 were either line-of-battle ships or large 
frigates. Mr. Cobden dwelt upon the admitted fact that since the intro- 
duction of ironclads wooden ships, as opposed to them, were utterly usoles«, 
The expenditare upon those vessels had amounted to the enormous sum of 
£20,000,000, of which at least £10,909,000 had been thrown away and wasted 
upon wooden vessels, since it was now an admitted fact that they were 
useless, The country had a right to complain of that system of expenditure, 
for which the naval authorities were responsible. He did not bolieve that the 
history of the country could show any parallel case of s9 profligate a 
waste of treasure. Those ships were not only useless but positively 
a danger and a snare. At least 30,000 men were to be employ 
in them, and yet if a war were to break out they would not dare to sond one 
of them against an enemy, and they would be the bess kind of targets for a 
hostile squadron. The very drill and discipline of those men were thrown 
away, inasmuch as the service on board of iron-clad ships was entirely of a 
different character. Mr. Cobden concinde] by appealing to the House to re- 
consider the question as to whether 76,000 men were necossary for the service 
of the ensuing year, and suggeste! that it was not yet too late to insist 
upon some reduction.—Lord R. MONTAGU said the hoa. member was always 
grumbling abont retrenchment, and yet he nover proposed anything 
practicable, Whenever members on the Opposition side of tho Honse 
submitted measures for retrenchment, neither the hon. member nor 
his friends were in their places to support them.—After some obvervations 
from Mr. Lindsay, Lord C. PAGErT defended the course the Governmeat had 
taken.

Tunstall, Burslem, Hanley, and Etruria, formed at Hanley, at the 
head of which was Colonel Hogg, chief constable of the county, and 
consisted of the rifle volunteer corps of those towns, the representative

the most classic and in form almost faultless, thereby raising 
manufactures of the Potteries to a position which commanded the 
admiration of the world. The address was loudly cheered. When 
the noble Earl proceeded to unveil the statue a salute of artillery 
followed, the rifles presented arms, the bands played the National 
Anthem, and the ceremony closed with a feu-de-joie. Luncheon was 
served in the Townhall at half-past one, presided over by the Earl of

ARRIVAL OF ANOTHER “ RELIEF-SHIP” FROM 
AMERICA. 


On the evening of Sunday week the American barque Achilles, under 
the command of Captain Gallagher, arrived in the Mersey from Phila- 
delphia, with upwards of 5000 barrels of flour for the relief of the 
distressed operatives in Lancashire. The Achilles having been sighted 
off the port during the afternoon, the steam-tug Phenix, belonging to 
the New Steam-Tug Company (Limited), went out and met her 
some distance outside the harbour. The Achilles was at once 
taken in tow and brought into the river, and anchored between 
the Prince’s Landing 8t and Seacombe, in exactly the same 
position as that occupied by the George Griswold when that vessel 


anchored in the Mersey. The port pilotage and dock dues in | 





| 


this, as in the case of the George Griswold, were remitted, 
and the New Steam-Tug Company towed up the ship free ot 
ch . On Monday morning, as soon as it became known that the 
Achilles was in the river, immense numbers of people visited the 
Prince’s Landing 8 and the piers to have a look at the third of 
the American relief-ships. The Achilles was easily distinguished by 
the English ensign at the fore, her house-flag at the main, and the 


national emblem of the United States at the mizen. At high water 
the Achilles was taken in tow by the Phenix, and docker in the 
Waterloo Dock, where she will at once commence to di her 


cargo. There are now three vessels in Liverpool that have brought 
relief from the United States to the suffering poor in Lancashire— 
viz., The Hope, George Griswold, and Achilles. 

On Thursday week the Mayor of Liverpool (Mr. R. 0. Gardner) 
entertained the captains of the relief-ships to a grand ban uet in 
the Townhall. Amongst the gentlemen present were Sir Willi 
Brown, Bart., High Sheriff of Lancashire ; the Mayor of Manchester, 
and Captain Inglefield, R.N., O.B. The speeches were chiefly ex- 
pressive of the gratitude felt by Lancashire for the noble donations 
of the people of the Northern States, and hopes were expressed for 
a speedy termination of the war and the further enlargement of the 
bonds of amity and good will between the New and Old Worlds.

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ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 


Ene our next “ Echoes’’ seo tho light the Great Event for which we 
have becn so long waiting, and to give brilliance to which such enor- 
mous preparations have been will have had a triumphant 
consummation. The Royal entry into the ancient and loyal metro- 
polis of Britain and the Royal iage will have become things of the 
past, but to be dwelt upon with enduring memories of pride and 
delight. May it be our lot to chronicle a festival the like of which 
this generation has never seen, and will scarcely be permitted to 
witness a second time; to record the progress of a pageant which 
shali have passed off without a flaw or a shortcoming; to narrate 
the proceedings of two glorious days, which foreigners may look upon 
with emazement, and, if without envy, at least without hope of 
rivalling in intensity of loyal enthusiasm ! 

When Ibrahim Pacha came to this country and was duly shown the 
lions or London he was asked which spectacle among the many he had 
gaved upon had struck him, by its grandeur or its novelty, most for- 
cibly ? He answered, *‘the crowds of people in the streets.’” When 
the Emperor Nicholas was the guest of Queen Victoria he is under- 
siood tu have held the English troops, as exhibited in a review at 
Windsor, in a degree of disparagement which the experience of the 
Ciimeon War led him afterwards to regret ; but he confessed that the 
sight of the vast concourse of humanity gathered round the Grand 
Stand at Ascot took away his breath. Some little murmuring may 
have been heard lately at the paucity of sumptuous elements in the 

oy al entry cortége, and the excision of the Lori Mayor's cavalcade 
ut Temple Bar; but we are inclined to think that had the Royal train 
consisted ot but half-a-dozen “‘ miniature broughams,’’ had there been 
nut @ banner, a gas star, or a triumphal arch between the Old Kent- 
road aud Paddington, the aspects of the crowds assembled along the 
line of route wou'd be still sufficient to distinguish Saturday, the 7th 
of March, as the day of a pageant more picturesque and more varied 
than could be exhibited in any city of Continental Europe. 

Twenty years hence the compilers of ‘‘ Table-books’’ and ‘* Every- 
day-bo ks’’ may edify their readers with the statistics, animate, 
inavimate, and pecuniary, of the great pronunciaimiento of March, 
i863. What an array of figures would such a tabulated statement 
present! How many thousands of pounds have been spentin planks 
vud scaffolding for balconies; in felt for roofing, and red cloth for 
drapery ; in gaspiping, transparencies, and glasswork for illumina- 
tiou—great at the present moment is the name of Defries!—in 
co.ourd bunting, emblazoned silk, and parti-hued calico for flags 
and streamers; in white favours of Coventry ribbons; nay, even in 
printing cards announcing ‘Seats to let’?! How much, too, will 
have been paid for ‘* spacious first floors’? and “‘commanding corner 
windows,’’ for new bonnets and gloves worn by the lady spec- 
tators, and champagne déjeiners furmshed by Gunter or Willis! 

The west-end clubhouses have not allowed their renown for courtesy 
and hospitality to be eclipsed in this stirring conjuncture; and, 
though architectural amateurs have been bewailing the temporary 
disfigurement of the palatial facades of Pall-mall by towering 
wvoden balconies and cumbrous estrades, the hospitable end fully 
ju-tifies the means which have been employed. The two t 
Liberal and Conservative institutions, the Reform and the Carlton, 
give accommodation to between seven and eight hundred ladies, for 
whose creature-comfort a splendid collation has not been forgotten ; 
and the Atiieneum, the Oxford and Cambridge, the United Service, 
the Travei'e:s’, and other clubs have provided seats and entertainment 
fully as elegant if not on so vast a scale as their gigantic brethren.

Tns public attention is engrossed with the struggle going on in Poland

Such works as Mr. Edwards’s 
and M. Rufin Pietrowski’s ‘‘ Escape from Siberia’’ (on authorised ver- 
sicn of which has been published by Messrs. Routledge) will effect a 
gieat emount of good in disseminating information as to the real 
character of the Russian rule in the enslaved kingdom of Poland. 

Home, or Hume, the seer, or ‘‘medicine-man,’’ or wizard, or 
clairvoyant, or rapper, or spirit-medium, or whatever the public 
choose to consider him, has written a book, and printed pub- 
lixhed it. The confidences of a spiritualist will doubtless make 
some noise; but we must decline to believe in Mr. Home until he can 
favour us with revelations as to the horse which will win the Chester 
Cup, and the exa + quotations of Consols and Bank Stock, not for- 
getting District Telegraph and Lombardo- Venetian shares, this day six 
months.

The Right Hon, Thomas Charles Hanbury-Tracy, second Baron Sudeley, of

LADY CARTERET. 

The Right Hon. Mary Anne, Lady Carteret, who died on the 22nd ult., at her 
town bouse, 13, Chesterfield-street, Mayfair, in her eighty-sixth year, was the 
youngest daughter of Thomas Master, of the Abbey, Cirencester, and was 
married, in 1801, to John Thynne, third and last Baron Carteret, who was 
youngest brother of Sir Tnomas Thynne, K.G., first Marquis of Bath, and who 
died, without issue, in 1849, when the barony of Carteret, given under special 
limitation to his uncle, Henry Frederick Thynne, the first Baron, became 
extinct. The Lady Carteret just dead was for many years Lady of the Bed- 
chamber to her Royal Highness Princess Sophia, 





JULIA EMILY LADY COTTER, 

This lady, who died on the 8th ult., was daaghter of the late F. A. 
Loinsworth, Esq., M.D., Inspector General of Hospitals, and was married, on 
the Mth of July, 1851, to the present Sir James Laurence Cotter, fourth 
Baronet, of Rockferest, in the county of Cork, J.P., and the representative of the 
ancient family of Cotter, said to be descended trom the ancient Danish Kings 
of Dublin, and to be of eminence from a remove period, By this union Lady 
Cotter leaves two sons and a daughter. 





SIR J. B. ROBINSON, BART. 

Sir John Beverley Robinson, Bart., of Beverley House, in the city of Toronto, 

C.B., a distinguished and native Canadian 
lawyer, was the scion of an old Yorkshire family, 
and the son of Christopher Robinson, Esq., a 
British officer, and afverwards a barrister, by his 
wife, Esther, daughver of the Rev. John Sayre, 
of New Brunswick. He was born the 26th of 
July, 1791, and was educated at Cornwall, Upper 
Canada. In 1812 he, as a volunteer served under 
Sir Isaac Brock, in the expedition which resulted 
in the capture of Detroit; and on the lith of 
October of that year, he commanded a flank com- 
pany of the York militia, in the battle upon 
Queenston heig!.cs, in which General Brock and 
his aide-de-camp fell: he was mentioned in Sir 
Roger Sheaffe's Jespatch as having “ led his men 
with great spirit.” On his return, he adopted 
the Bar as a profession, and was very successful at 
it. He was acting Attorney-General of Upper 
Canada in 1812; he became Solicitor-Generai in 
1815, Attorney-General in 1818, and Chief Justice 
of Upper Canada in 1829. He afterwards filled 
the office of President of the Court ef Appeal. He was made a U.B. 
in 1850, and was created @ Baronet Sept. 21, 1854. He was for ten years 
in the Commons’ House of Assembly, and was afterwards Speaker of the 
Upper House. He was also Chancellor of Trinity College, Upper Canada. 
He married, the 5th of June, 1817, Emma, enly surviving child of Charies 
Walker, Esq., of Harlesden, in the county of Middlesex, and had four sons 
and four daughters. Of the latter three have been married—viz., the late 
Mrs. John Henry Lefroy, whose husband's cousin is the present Lord Chief 
Justice Lefroy ; Mrs. M‘Gill Strachan, of Toronto, whose husband is the Bishop 
of Toronto’sson ; and the late Mrs. George William Allan, of Moss Park, Toronto, 
In 1837, on the breaking out of the rebellion, with a musket on his shoulder, 
and accompaniet by his two sons, Robinson again took his place in the ranks 
of the loyal. For this conduct he was honourably mentioned by Lieutenant 
Governor Sir Francis Head, and was offered knighthood, which he then declined. 
Sir John Robinson died at Beverley House, on the 3lst of January, leaving 
behind him a name which will ever be of high repute in the history of Canada. 
Sir Francis Head, in “ The Emigrant,” published in 1846, deli d him as 
iollows :—“ Of Chief Justice Robinson's character, I will only allow myself 
briefly to say, that a combination of such strong religious and moral 
principles, modesty of mind, and such instinctive talent for speaking 
and writing, I have never before been acquainted with; that every 
Lientenant Governor of Upper Canada for the last twenty-five years 
has officially expressed an opinion of this nature, which by general 
acclamation I firmly believe would be acknowledged by every man in our North 
American colonies whose opinion is of any value.” Sir John Beverley Robinson 
was buried on the 4th ult. in the family vault in St. James’s Cemetery, Toronto. 
The Law Society and other public bodies, together with the military and 
militia, requested to be permitted to give him a public funeral, the first of the 
kind that ever occurred in Upper Canada, The ceremony was also largely 
attended by all classes of the community, equally desirous of paying their 
last mark of respect to the deceased Baronet. Ali shops and other places of 
business were closed. Sir John Robi is ded by his eldest son, now 
Sir James Lukin Robinson, the second Baronet, who is a barrister of Upper 
Canada and of the Middle Temple. He was born in 1818, and married, in 
1845, Elizabeth, daughter of Jonn Arnold, Esq., formerly of Halsted, Kent, 
and now of Toronto, and has a son and two daughters.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL LUOAS. 

Colonel John Nicholas Lucas, of Stout Hall, in the county of Glamorgan, 
J.P., D.L., and late Lieutenant-Colonel Royal Glamorgan Militia, who died on 
the 8th ult., was the eldest son of John Lucas, Esq.,of Stout Hall, High Sheriif 
of Glamorganshire in 1793, and was born in 1780, and educated at Evon. 
Colonel Lucas, whose ancestors have been seated at Stout Hall since the reign 
of Charles I., was descended from the very ancient and honourable family of 
Lucas of Essex, ennobled in the person of Sir John Lucas, Kt., who was for 
his eminent loyalty created Baron Lucas of Shenfield by King Charles I. in 
1644. Colonel Lucas served in the Royal Glamorgan Militia for forty-one 
years. He retired in 1853, retaining his rank by permission of the Queen. Ho 
married, first, Mary, danghter of J. Richards, -; and secondly, Letitia, 
daughter of Nicholas Loftus Tottenham, Esq., M.P., first cousin of Charlies, 
first Marquis of Ely. He leaves only one child, M Catherine (issue of the 
first marriage), who was married, in 1843, to Lieutenant-Colonel Edward

Its glory, however, is 
now no more, as the castle was destroyed by fire during the night 
of the lith of December, 1859. But the exterior has been restored in 
its ancient pride by the voluntary subscriptions of the people. 








BERNSTORF PALACE, THE COUNTRY RESIDENCE OF 
PRINCE CHRISTIAN OF DENMARK. 


Tus beautiful summer residence is situated at a convenient distance, 
a few English miles north of Copenhagen, in the midst of a park, 
amongst rich and well-cultivated fields, near the celebrated deer-park. 
The palace, which is very plain in style, was built in 1762, by the 
Court architect, Jardin, for Count Johan Hartvig Ernst Bernstorf, by 
birth a Hanoverian, who had received the surrounding lands, with three 
villages, as a donation from the Crown. The state of agriculture was at 
the time much neglected, and ihe peasants poor, from oultiva’ their 
land in common, and being su we to heavy seignorial duties. 
Count Bernstorf changed this completely. He had the farms properly 
laid out, and sold them separately to the peasants, who have 
since become substantial and independent farmers. To show their 
titude, they erected a marble column to Count Bernstorf during his 
fitetime. The palace and park were sold after his death, and became 
State property in the time of the late King, Christian VIII., who kept 
his Court there occasionally. During the reign of the present King 
the palace and the grounds have been exclusively occupied by his 
Royal Highness Prince Christian of Denmark. It was here that her 
Royel Highness Princess Alexandra received, a few days before her 
departure from Copenhagen, a handsome vase of porcelain, the present 
of the peasants in the neighbourhood, by whom she is much beloved. 








CHRISTIANSBORG CASTLE, 


the King’s palace, is situated near the spot where Absalon, in the 
year 1168, ran up a fortification, and where there has always been a 
castle, though in different forms, which, from the time of Cbristoph 
of Bavaria, has been the residence of the Danish Kings. It acquired 
its name from King Christian VI., who caused the old castle to be 
yulled down, and erected another in the years 1733-40, which was, 
owever, destroyed by fire, with the exception of its side buildings, 
in the year 1794. The present edifice is a modern one, having been 
completed as recently as 1828. Even now many rooms in the upper 
stories are still undesorated. The castle itself has four wings. The 
principal facade faces the castle-yard, and at each end of the same is 
a wing running west; and parallel to the principal facade is the fourth 
wing, the centre of which is interrupted but connected by a colonnade 
of thirty-two Doric pillars. The castle proper consists of six stories. 
It is now, besides the King’s rooms and apartments for his attendants 
and household, partly used for different Government offices—the Halls of 
the Folkething and Landsthing (Danish Diet), Minister of Finance, 
Herald office, Hall of the Knights, records, large and splendid collection 
of paintings of different schools, open to the public, kc. The castle is 
likewise connected by a building used by the King with the castle 
chapel. The group of buildings encircling the riding-house west of 
the castle are used as stables, coach-houses, theatre, and residence for 
sundry officials and servants. The principal facade has alarge centre 
with a portal, over which are six Corinthian columns bearing a

18 yards broad and 14 yards high. In this there isa gallery runningall 
round, which rests on sixteen Corinthian columns, over which is Bissen’s 
charming frieze representing the procession of Ceres and Bacchus. 
The floor is a parquet of oak and mahogany. The ceiling is divided 
in squaro pieces, with gilded ornaments. In the antechamber is 
Thorwaldsen’s celebrated frieze, Alexander's triumphal entrance into 
Babylon, executed in marble—a copy of which, in plaster, was 
exhibited in the Danish department of the picture-gallery at the 
International Exhibition, and will most likely be handed over to the 
South Kensington Museum as a gift from the Danish Government. 
Amongst other rooms worth special notice are the Throne-room (the 
canopy of the throne supported by two caryatides by Thorwaldsen, 
and six paintings by E:kersberg), the room for the personal 
attendunts of the King, a room in Pompeiian style, and the Council- 
chamber, the latter having its walls of indigenous wood, etched. 









































































AMALIENBORG-SQUARE, COPENHAGEN, 


We have mentioned in another article that the parents of her Royal 
Highness Princess Alexandra were married on the 26th of May, 1842, 
at the Palace of Amalienborg, Copenhagen. @ give a representa- 
tion of the beautiful Square of that name, the very centre of the 
arietocracy at Copenhagen. It embraces four palaces, built in similar 
style, towards the middle of the last century, by the representatives 
ot four noble families— Counts Schack, Berkentin, Levezau, and 
Rrockdorff—when that quarter of the town was comparatively new. 
The beantiful equestrian statue, in bronze, in the middle of the 
square was raised, at the expense of the East India Company, 
in 1771, to the honour of the then King of Denmark, Frederick v. 
whose likeness it represents. The pedestal is covered on all sides 
with Latin inscriptions. The palaces were bought in by the State 
before 1794; and when a great in that year consumed 
the King’s palace of Christianborg (situated in another part of 
Copenhagen), King Christian VII. ordered two of them to be 
fitted up for his use, and a colonnade was built in a very chaste style 
to connect them. His son, Frederick VI, retained them in use until 
his death, in 1839. They are, however, now used; the one, seen 
to the right, for the meetings of the Supreme Court of Appeal, 
and the other, not visible in the Engraving, for the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. The palace to the left is occupied by the truly pious 
and amiable Queen Dowager, Caroline Amelia; and tho last, in 
front, is occupied by the grandparents of her Royal Highness Princess 
a and it is there that her Royal Highness’s parents were 
married.
